1. That since 41% of the Negro population is on direct 


public relief that a specialist in the industrial\field is needed. Such a 


person is willing to come to Newark and rais: a large part of the 2500 


minimum needed to carry on the work. 
2. Some return might come from the free placement service. 
Could a membership be secured from employers and employees? 589 placed last 


year.
